“IT’S BUILT WITH A BED” 
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FRANCO-BRITISH RELATIONS 

The reason for an apparently pressing in- 
vitation to Neville Chamberlain to visit Paris 
seems to be that Daladier feels French and 
British policies needed co-ordinating. The 
French people have become a bit restive because 
of the feeling that Chamberlain is modifying 
his basic foreign policy in an effort to placate 
the dictators to the point where it affects 
Franco-British relations. F 

France has no sympathy for the Prime Min- 
ister’s plans for moderately accelerated arma- 
ment. The people feel that Chamberlain, al- 
though claiming to be a realist, fails to realize 


that France accepts as a certainty the premise. 


that the two countries must match Germany’s 
armed strength or have concrete plans to do so 
on short notice. That is, if they expect to nego- 
tiate with Hitler on even terms. 

Although the political future of France is 
unpredictable, there are definate indications 
of a leaning toward a one man government. 
This is due to the exigencies of the times rather 
than from the belief that totalitarianism is a 
proper substitute for democracy. 

That the vast majority of people have no 
faith in Hitler’s promises is well known, just 
as a Similar feeling has been indicated recently 
by Gallup polls both in Britain and the United 
States. If the feeling persists that some form 
of dictatorship will better enable the French 
nation to co-ordinate its strength in the face 
of the constant military menace across the 
Rhine, then it is a good bet that such a course 
will be taken. 

Most of the alleged unpreparedness of 
France to cope with the dangers of last Septem- 
ber has been attributed to industrial disintegra- 
tion, rather than to defects in the military ma- 
chinery. The army is rated topnotch—probably 
the most efficient in the world—but due to the 
introduction of short working hours in industry 
at the insistence of the labor unions, the man- 
ufacture of. equipment, particularly airplanes, 
has fallen woefully behind Germany, where 
labor does as it is told. 

With an air personnel of 2,600 officers ‘ead 
44,000 well trained men, the nation needs many 
new planes to put their flying forces on an 
equal basis with the Germans. Plans are now 
being made to build them, as well as other new 
equipment needed to bring the defensive 
strength of the country up to a point where it 
can effectively repel any force likely to be 
brought against it. 

If any differences exist between the two 
democratic nations they will be straightened 
out at the forthcoming visit of Chamberlain to 
Paris. The feeling has grown enormously 
among both peoples that power is a greater 
force than reason when dealing with Hitler and 
a tightening of the alliance at the instigation 
of the people rather than a weakening of it, 


may be expected. In any event, France is not: 


likely to fall into the error of limiting arma- 
ment with a tremendous military menace on 
two frontiers. 


UNIONS NOT EXCEPTED 


One of the most interesting incidents in con- 
nection with enforcement of the wages and 
hours law occurred when an enquiry was re- 
ceived from an officer of a local in the Chauf- 
feurs, Teamsters and Helpers Union, asking if 
the office workers of that local are subject to 
the act’s provisions. 


In deciding they are, an official of the Wage- 
Hour Administration remarked upon the 
strangeness of a union which helped to lobby 
for enactment of the bill, wanting to know if 
its own employes are subject to it. However, the 
answer to the question was not given until after 
administration counsel had been consulted. 

The workings of the new law, in general, 
have been remarkably smooth to date. Admin- 
istrator Andrews announced this week, in Wash- 
ington, that 550 complaints on alleged violations 
had been received. In as much as this includes 
every variety of alleged violation, some of which 
may not be sustained on investigation, the to- 
tal is remarkably small. It must be remem- 
bered, also, that included in this total are many 
of minor degree, including not only too-low 
hourly pay or too-long hours of work, but al- 


leged violations for failure to pay for overtime 


in cash. 
- Adoption of the new law must involve a pe- 
‘riod of adjustment. This is expected. But that

striking evidence of the determination of Amer- 
icans as a whole to comply with the law, even 
those who thought it é€conomically unsound or 
ill-advised before it became a federal statute. 

Law observance and respect for authority 
conferred by proper processes is one of the most 
vital of all safeguards for democracy. So long 
as it impregnates the great mass of the people, 
the country and its form of government is safe 
from attack, even from insidious internal foes 
who seek to create dissatisfaction and discon- 
tent. 


CHANGING EDUCATION STYLES 

“Cafeteria style” education is reported suc- 
cessful in North Bend, Washington, where an 
attempt has been made to break away from the 
conventional forms of teaching to meet the in- 
tellectual capacities of each child as an in- 
dividual. 

The basis of the system is an attempt to de- 
velop the initiative of the child rather than to 
direct it into stereotyped channels. Two days 
a week they do as they please, attending classes 
or not, going home when, as and if they desire. 
One day, between these two, is devoted to nor- 
mal instruction by a teacher. A fourth day is 
devoted to re-instruction by the pupils. 

Under this system no grades are given and 
“degrees” are relative. The slow pupil receives 
a degree which does not permit him to enter 
college. Others receive a “university” degree, 
which has been accepted by some higher in- 
stitutions as comparable to normal high school 
certificates. | 

It is assumed, in this country, that there 
shall be equality of education, as in other 
things. Yet, by its very nature, the system now 
discussed tends away from this equality toward 
concentration of education for the few rather 
than the many. It must be geared for the few 
if it is to operate successfully. Yet, if de- 
mocracy is to continue flexible and vital, edu- 
cation must be for the many and not for the 
few. In that respect, standard methods with 
some few modifications will appear more in 
keeping with American ideals. 

It appears unfair to erect a barrier that is 
at the least psychological against the continued 
education of the slower pupil. 

Then, too, it is often the case that a student 
does not develop, as a real student, until after 
high school and even after college, although in 
both he may attain bare passing grades. To 
assume, then, that education has not accom- 
plished its goal with the individual is a mistake. 
Too many factors are involved, and no meas- 
ure should be devised to change the American 
conception of equality of educational oppor- 
tunity. It has been shown, in the schools of 
Atlanta for example, that the percentage of 
failures among students in similar subjects will 
vary more than 25 per cent in the grading of 
two or more teachers. One may be too lax, the 
other too strict. Or one may be able to instill 
a desire for that particular knowledge while the 
second repels the student from the subject. 
This variation would be present in even greater 
degree in the unconventional school. 

There ‘is little question but that modifica- 
tions of the present-day educational system 


would be advisable, yet there should be ex- -+- 


treme caution in the approach to any changes 
which tend toward narrowing of educatior.al 
opportunity. The great need is not greater 
education of the few, but wider education of 
the many. 


INDUSTRIAL BLINDNESS 

According to a spokesman fcr the National 
Society for the Prevention of Blindness there is 
no longer any excuse for the blinding of work- 
ers in American industry. Despite this con- 
clusion, however, industrial accidents and 
disease still constitute one of the principal 
causes of blindness in America. 

‘After making an extensive study of the 
means of preventing eye injuries which are 
proving most effective in Turope, however, the 
conclusion was reached that American industry 
was far ahead of European industry as a whole, 
and probably more advanced than any country 
in the world in the conservation of vision among 
industrial workers. 

Of course practically all disease and accident 
hazards affecting the eyes are now generally 
known. Methods of averting these hazards, as 
well as protecting workers against them, have 
been thoroughly tested and are of common 
knowledge. Protective devices against almost 
every type of industrial eye accident are avail- 
able. So there is little to justify the occasional 
claim it is impossible to safeguard the eyes of 
workers in industrial plants. 

Consider the cost of the failure of the com- 
parative few to eliminate the hazards. The 
public health service, in a‘recent bulletin, point- 
ed out that a conservative estimate of the cost 


to industry of eye accidents in one year in the’ 


United States amounted to $50,000,000—prac- 
tically dollar for dollar with the estimate made 
by the national society. This, however, is not 
the entire cost. It does not take into considera- 
tion assistance given under social security, 
workers compensation and other public and 


‘private institutions. 


Most industrial concerns have succeeded in 
reducing eye injuries to a point where blinding 
of a worker has become a rare instead of a 
commonplace occurrence in their plants. Never- 
theless there is still room for improvement. It 
is not stretching things a bit to offer the pre- 
diction that eventually industry will voluntarily 
provide such protection to its workers that 
blindness from accidents and occupational! haz- 
ards will become non-exhistant. Progressive 
industrialists came to the conclusion long ago 
that complete protection to employes from in- 
jury and disease paid dividends.

ANTI-NEW DEALER DRIVE WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.— The 
drive is on to blast the New 


Dealers out of the White House. The election’s blow to the New 
Dealers’ brand of intellectual liberalism has been delightedly rec- 
ognized by the remaining conservatives close to the President. 
While it may be too much to hope that he will forego the company 
of his closest friend, Harry L. Hopkins, the President’s conserva- 
tive advisers envision a day when Thomas G. Corcoran, Harold L. 


Ickes, Benjamin N. Cohen and many others who now compose the 


personnel of “the New Deal” will cease to darken the White House 
doors. 

Postmaster General James A. Farley avoids the politics of the 
palace, but members of his entourage who speak for him are al- 
ready predicting that the President, being a practical fellow, will 
decide the voters don’t like seeing the New Dealers around and will 
banish them. Voices close to Bernard M. Baruch are optimistically 
prophesying the -exile even of Hopkins, andthe return to highest 
favor of men like the elder statesman and financial angel of the 
Democracy. And so it goes. 

' 


LINES OF DEFENSE Because the President retains vast per- 
sonal power, the drive to purge the left- 


wingers from his circle of advisers is peculiarly important. Needless 
to say, the left-wingers will be no more passive under attack than 
was Senator Walter F. George, when the left-wingers tried to purge 
him. 

They have two defenses. The first, the best, and the most 
obvious is that, in political theory, personal taste and general habit 
of mind, they are far more sympathetic to the President than their 
rivals. Before this, concerted onslaughts have driven men from 
the President’s side. Rex Tugwell is a case in point. But, when- 
ever a Tugwell or a Moley has left the White House, he has always 
been replaced by another adviser quite as antipathetic to the con- 
servatives. Moreover, the men now round the President have a 
special strength, ir that they are more personally loyal to him 
than their predecessors, and know better how to serve him as he 
wishes to be served. 

Their second defense is an interpretation of the election fa- 
vorable to their cause. Some refuse to accept the defeat of Frank 
Murphy and pretty nearly every other elective official with whom 
they have sympathized as the desperate blow which your corre- 
spondents believe it to be. Others more realistic admit the blow, 
but offer certain special considerations pointing to an improv ement 
in their position before 1940. 


DEMOCRATIC TENORS Le considerations are: 
That plenty of orthodox Demo- 


crats, candidates of the siiieet machines in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey and conservatives like Augustine Lonergan in Connecticut, 
went down to defeat with Frank Murphy. 

2. That the farm program was in bad shape, needing improve- 
ment which can be added before ’40. 

3. That labor was split, but can be brought together before °40. 

And 4. That the recession: was not over, but ought to be be- 
fore *40. 

The four points are undoubtedly well taken, although they 
scarcely wipe away the voters’ genéral rejection of men of New 
Deal type. A fifth point, politically considered, is much more sig- 
nificant. It is that the Democrats, having been thoroughly fright- 
ened, will now close their ranks, and that there is no one but the 
President around whom the ranks can close. In this connection, 
the phenomenon is cited of a small congressional majority’s supe- 
riority in discipline to an unwieldy herd. 

Translated into practical terms, the fifth point means that, no 
matter whether they are conservatives or radicals, the Democrats 
now in office: want to hang on to their jobs. They know they will 
lose their jobs if they continue to squabble among themselves. 
Therefore, they must end their squabbles in a compromise, and 
perhaps the President’s position is so strategic that he can say, 
“Certainly, we'll compromise. You do the thing my way.” In 
fact, the hope is that rebellious Democrats will simply be fright- 
ened into becoming New Dealers. 


One way or another, the election is all but sure to bring on a 


reorganization or a bust-up. in the Democratic party.

on that radio broadcast of H. G. 
Wells’ “War of the Worlds,” more 
than two weeks ago. Hence a feel- 
ing that apology should precede a 
little added discussion of the 
strange effect it had upon a large 
segment of the American popula- 
tion, 

So, having apologized, we'll get 
on with the comment. 

The reaction to the broadcast, of 
course, revealed how utterly gul- 
lible American people are. No one 
would have believed, in advance, 
that such hysteria was possible. It 
would have been branded as ab- 
surd, Yet, it happened. 

So, we’ve got to analyze it and 
it seems to me to be the most per- 
fect.example of the difference be- 
tween the scientific and the un- 
scientific mind. And, thereby, it 
contains a lesson applicable to al- 
most eve-y branch of human 
thought and activity. 


The difference between the 
scientific and the unscientific mind 
is that the first always demands 
convincing proof before accepting 
anything as truth. That is, proof 
that is demonstrable through rea- 
son. The second type depends, not 
upon reason, but upon emotions. 

And emotions, as demonstrated 
on the night of that broadcast, are 
unstable things, more apt than not 
to lead astray. 

Anyone with the slightest pre- 
tense to reasoning ability would 
never have accepted such a broad- 
cast as truth and, even if they had 
been startled, for a moment, there 
was ample logical reason, in the 
broadcast itself, to prove its fal- 
lacy. In addition to this, all that 


'was necessary to check the report, 


was a simple twist of the dial to 
any other station. You’d have 
thought any child would have 
done that. 

But reason flies out when emo- 
tion enters, So the most elemen- 
tary tests for truth by reason 
were forgotten and emotion with 
its frenzy, its absurdity and its 
high blood pressure took com- 
mand of what so often passes, 
laughingly, for a human brain.

‘It is impossible to think of him without thinking of that line 
from the old poem “Abou Ben Adhem” in which the old man says 
to the recording angel, “Write me as one*t who loves his fellow 
man.” Clark Howell did that. The door to his office always was 
open. People came in and put things on his shoulders. They came 
to him with their joys and sorrows. He helped them get married. 
They brought their babies to him and he always found them the 
finest children he had ever seen. He comforted them when death 
came in their families. His door was-open and in a figurative and 
yet actual way, his heart, too, was open. 


As we stood there yesterday, there were those who had been 
with The Constitution for more than half a century and those who 
had known Mr. Howell only a few years. 

The best story was that of a pair of shoes. Bill Wier, whose 
father used to write for The Constitution years ago under the pen 
name of “Sarge Plunkett,” told it. He was a printer’s devil in 
the old Constitution building, which is how they speak of it even 
though the present one itself is old. 


A POSSUM PAYS THE WAY Standing there yesterday, Bill 

Wier spoke up. “ I was the devil 
in the old shop,” he said. “And I remember that Clark Howell 
used to come in often even before he began working there. He was 
home for Christmas at this time of which I speak. I was sitting 
there by the big stove in the composing room. My shoes were in 
rags and I had them off, warming my feet. It was sleeting and 
snowing that day. Clark Howell and his father, Captain Evan How- 
ell came by. They spoke and smiled. 


“A few, minutes later ‘Buz,’ the colored man in the shop, came 
by and picked up my shoes and walked out. He came back in a 
few minutes with a brand-new pair of shoes and a package of sox. 
If you ever saw a happy boy it was me. I couldn't find out where 
they came from. ‘Buz’ wouldn't say. It was a year or more later 
that I caught a possum out on a hunt. I was telling ‘Buz’ aboutrit 
and he wanted the possum. So, I traded with him. He told me who 
bought those shoes and sox for me and I gave him the possum. 
It was Clark Howell. I knew him and loved him all the years I 
worked for him.” 

And so it went. All who knew him had something to recall. His 
place has never been filled at the office and won't be. His pres- 
ence remains. Next to his family he liked The Constitution itself. 


THIS WAS HIS GEORGIA He had, did Clark Howell, a very 


real affection for his state and his

printed at the time of his death, a part of Stephen Vincent Benet’s 
great epic poem “John Brown’s Body.” It will bear reproduction 
on the second anniversary of his passing.

Safety has 
bored them. It is change they desire. And they are rare spirits, not 
at all typical of their race. 


Nearly all of us, having outlived the wild oat® period of youth, 
yearn for security. We have families to think for, children to edu- 
cate, old age and ill health to consider. Instinct and common sense 
urge us to fortify our position and make ourselves and our loved 
ones safe. 


If we are unable to provide this security for ourselves, our nate 
ural inclination is to look for somebody else to provide it. 


In other times, the unprotected attached themselves to some great 
lord. His castle provided safety, and in return they plowed his 
fields and fought under his banner when he needed them. 


Some people—fewer now than in other times—find their se- 
curity in a Heavenly Father. If they worship Him and live right- 
eously, He will keep them safe; and though they walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, they fear no evil. 


Children feel secure because their parents carry all burdens 
and make all plans. Nothing is asked of them but obedience. 

To a young woman who has known anxiety and dread, there 
are no sweeter words than a lover’s promise: “I will take care of 
you.” Her heart is flooded with peace and gratitude, for she feels 
safe. A strong man will carry the burden of anxiety and take full 
responsibility for her welfare. She can lean upon him. 


In each instance the price of security is the same. Unless it is 
self-made, it must be obtained from a stronger power—which 
means that one must accept the role of inferior. 

The one who provides security must think and plan, possess 
initiative and independence. The one who receives it must obey 
and submit to be led. 

The government which provides security must plan for all, 
which means that all must surrender initiative and independence, 
and thus lose the only qualities that can provide security for any-
